the greatest empire in the world. Noth- 
ing in the words of this farmer, 
who never made a speech, inspired 
the congress at Philadelphia to torn 
to him by unanimous consent as the 
"leader of the 
young nation. Yet

lent member was "the greatest man" 
3n ran assemblage which Lord Chat- 


George Washington. 


foam declared never had Its superior 
anywhere in history. 


As he went to the front, he met a 


courier on a lathered horse, bearing 
the dreadful news of Bunker Hill. "Did 
the militia fight?" was all he wished 
to know. "Yes." "Then the liberties 
of the country are safe." Although it 
Js said that Washington never in his 
.life read but one book on the art of 
war, he knew that if the people would 
only stand up to the king's regulars, 
£hey could lose every battle and still 
defeat an enemy who was 3,000 miles 
from his base. 


The Revolution was not won by the 


sword of Washington, but by his in- 
domitable character. It was his char- 
acter, slowly built up by poverty and 
struggle, which had given him from 
the start the leadership over men, 
^vho talked more; yes, and who knew 
snore. 


'The invincible fortitude of a people, 


Tieroically embodied in him, overthrew 
the king's army and navy and his 
jSTessians. 
The unconquerable spirit 


,01" .the 3,000 hunted, hungering, shiv- 
, erin.8, ragged Continentals of Valley 
Forge;crested from the British crown 
an empire greater than all the con- 


. quests made by Napoleon's grand 
.aray. 


x<^At the last, as the Americans leaped 
thosV'jast hurdles to independence, the 
British redoubts at Yorktown, Wash- 
ington only said: "The work is done 
and well done. Bring me my horse." 


The war was over, but the noblest 


victory was yet to come. Having re- 
ceived the surrender sword of Cora- 
vrallls, Washington surrendered his 
f^n, unstained by personal ambition, 
, to the people who had entrusted it to 
•Jbiim and went back to his farm, from 
, vchich he was called to become the 


I first president of the republic. 


No.president has been more bitterly 


, abused than the first. His cabinet 
, quarreled until Jefferson, his secretary 
-jf state, resigned, and his next secre- 
tary, Edmund Randolph, basely be- 
trayed him. His vice president, John 
Adams, called him "an old mutton 
liead," who had "not been found out 
only because he kept his mouth shut." 
"Treacherous in private friendship and 
a hypocrite in public life," Thomas 
Paine pronounced him. Because he re- 
fused to take the side of revolutionary 
France, "10,000 persons in the streets 
of Philadelphia"—then the capital— 
"threatened to drag Washington out 
of his houso." John Adams tells us. 


Notwithstanding the outbursts of 


partisanship, he retained the confi- 
dence of the country to the last, when 
the people at the inauguration of his 
successor followed the retiring presi- 
dent into the street and left the new 
president all but deserted. The long 
task of the homesick o.xile from Mount 
"Vernon was done.

I. The Queen of Sheba Visits Solo- 


mon (w. 1, 2). 


Her visit was the result of Solo- 


mon's widespread fame. That which 
made him famous was: 


1. The extent of his kingdom (4:21- 


25). He ruled over all the kingdoms 
from the Euphrates river to the Medi- 
terranean sea, except the Phoeneci- 
ans, but they were in alliance with 
him. This was the nearest to the 
realization 
of the 
divine promise, 


(Gen. 15:18), that Israel ever en- 
joyed ; but the fulness of the promised 
possession shall be realized when the 
Greater than Solomon is king. 


2. His great wisdom (4:29-34). 
It 


excelled that of the Chaldeans, Per- 
sians and Egyptians (w. 30, 31). None 
of 
his 
contemporaries 
approached 


unto him in knowledge. He had a 
singularly comprehensive mind. 
He 


was (1) a moral philosopher—spake 
3,000 proverbs; (2) a poet—-his songs 
were a thousand and five; (3) a bot- 
anist—he spake of trees, from the 
cedar tree' that is in Lebanon even 
unto the hyssop that springeth out of 
the wall; (4) a zoologist—he spake 
of beasts and fowl, and of creeping 
things, and of fishes. He was su- 
perior in intellect to any of his own 
or any other age. 


3. The temple (cbs. 5 and 6). This 


was an exact reproduction of the tab- 
ernacle, double in size, in marble and 
gold. The amount of labor, skill and 
money expended on the building was 
eyeedingly great (I Chron. 22:14-16). 
Never before had such a costly struc- 
ture appeared. 


4. Royal palaces adjoining the tem- 


ple (ch, 7). Following! the erection of 
the temple he began the building of 
his own house. He was nearly twice 
as long In building this as in building 
the Lord's house. 


5. His commerce (9:26-28; cf. n 


Chron. 9:10, 21). His trading ships 
went east as far as the Indian ocean, 
perhaps even to India; and west as 
far as Spain. 


6. Army and navy (10:26-29; cf. 


9:27). 
Such wealth and greatness 


would at some time provoke opposi- 
tion, so he put his nation into a state 
of preparedness. 


All this greatness was associated 


with the name of the Lord. It was 
known that his fame was due to his 
relation with the living God. No one 
ever had a greater missionary oppor- 
tunity than he. 
Wealth and knowl- 


edge may be powerful factors for the 
extension of the cause of Christ 


II. The Queen of Sheba Astonished 


(w. 3-9). 


After the interview in which Solo- 


mon answered all her questions, she 
was overwhelmed with his great wis- 
dom. 
She had plied him with hard 


questions to see if he could measure 
up to his reputation, and found that 
the half had not been told her. 


I I I . The 
Queen 
of Sheba Gives 


Gifts to Solomon (vv. 10-13). 


As was the custom, she brought 


gifts to Solomon, the king, the gold of 
which was in value between three and 
four millions of dollars. 


This was a large gift for that time, 


but Solomon more than recompensed 
her. Hn gave her all she desired and 
in addition, of his royal bounty. While 
her gift to him was great, his to her 
was greater, even in keeping with his 
possessions. 
God gives unto them 


who give th<vr hearts unto him ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all they 
ask or think (Epb.

water In cooking nny breakfast foods. 
Stir in a little sugar and mold in 
cups.

Many diseases of man and domestic 


an'nmls are carried by dogs. 
Every- 


body, of course, knows that the dog 
is responsible for rabies, but it is 
not so generally known that the dog 
is equally responsible for other fatal 
diseases. 
Among them may be men- 


tioned hydatid and gid in man and 
stock, tapeworm in man and especial- 
ly in children, tongue worm in man 
and stock, "measles" In sheep, cysti- 
cercosis of th'e liver in stock. Some 
of these parasites depend so absolute- 
ly on dogs as carriers that they would 
become extinct If dogs were not avail- 
able as hosts. Dogs probably play a 
part, also, in the spread of diseases 
due to fungi, such as ringworm and 
favus, ,and they certainly play a part 
in the' spread of diseases that may be 
carried by fleas and ticks.

that care must be taken to minimize 
the danger of diseases spread by them. 
In a general way, say the specialists 
of the department, there are three 
kinds of dogs—the ownerless dog, the 
other person's dog, and your^own dog. 


The stray dog which recognizes no 


owner, they say, does not fit into the 
modern scheme of civilization and 
must be eliminated. A dog that is 
allowed by the owner to wander at 
large will have substantially .the same 
habits of life, the same sort of food, 
and be practically as dangerous as the 
ownerless dog. 
You have the right 


no insist, they point out, that such 
dogs keep off your premises. 


Your own dog »should be handled 


in such a way as best to further the 
welfare of the dog and the community. 
He should be kept_in _restraint and 
not allowed the full freedom of the 
house or even of the outside premises. 
He should not be allowed to be fami- 
liar with people, and especially with 
children. 
The dog should be kept 


free from external parasites by fre- 
quent baths and, if necessary, other 
appropriate measures, and should be 
freed from internal parasites by suit- 
able measures and kept free by ade- 
quate attention to his food. He should 
only be allowed to leave the yard or 
the kernels in company with some 
person, and wherever conditions call

When well 
cooked, guineas are attractive in ap- 
pearance, although darker than com 
mon fowls, anil the flesh of youne 
birds is tender and of especially fine 
flavor, resembling that of wild game 
Like all other fowl, old guineas are 
likely to be toush and rather dry. 


A few large poultry raisers, par- 


ticularly those within easy reach of 
the large eastern markets, make a 
practice of raising a hundred or so 
guineas each year, but the great ma- 
iority of guineas are raised in small 
flocks of from 10 to 25 upon farms in 
the Middle West and in the South. 
Many farmers keep a pair or a trio of 
guineas more as a novelty than for 
profit, and from these a small flock 
is raided 
The guinea fowl doubtless 


would be more popular on farms were 
if not for its harsh and at times seem- 
ingly 
never-ending cry. However, 


some people consider this cry an argu- 
ment in the guinea's favor, as it^gives 
warning of marauders in the poultry 
yard.

vent of the bird, rubbing the mixture 
lightly on the skin. An application of 
this ointment two or three times a 
vear will keep rhe fowls free from 
lice.
